The most dangerous known heating gas may have been 
used in the Overton, Texas, school that exploded Thursday 
with a loss of more than 600. children’s lives, Dr. Jerome 
J. Morgan, Columbia University engineering professor, de- 
clared yesterday. Three per cent of odorless “wet gas” mixed 

— uv — 


“Escaping gas, treated with 
mercaptans to make it smell like 
rotten eggs, can easily be de- 
tected,” Morgan explained. In 
ten minutes, I could make enough 
of these mercaptans to treat gas 
that would heat the school for @ 
whole week. 


“In rural areas, people get 80 
accustomed te natural gas, they 
forget it fs dangerous. Probably 
to save money, they used ‘wet gas’ 
without treating it to add odor.” 
Once the gas formed a pocket by 

collecting in the basement, the 
school was turned into a veritable 
gas bomb of mammoth proportions. 

“In that closed-in basement, the 
gas and air were like gunpowder,” 
he said, “When they were ignited 
by the smallest spark, the reac- 
tion to be expected was the same 
as that of a bullet from a gun.

Dunne demanded the driving of all Communists out of 
the Farmer-Labor Party. The Farmer-Labor Party is a 
party of reform, not revolution,” declared this ultra-ultra- 
revolutionist, who only a few months ago was attacking the 
Farmer-Labor Party.

Vincent Dunne is a member of a s0- 
called “Trade Union Committee Opposed to State Liquor 
Control,” of which Leslie Sinton is chairman. This outfit 
was denounced as anti-labor in the Feb. 20 issue of the 
Minnesota Leader, official organ of the Farmer-Labor Asso- 
ciation, and in the Feb. 18 issue of the St. Paul Union Advo- 
cate, official organ of the St. Paul Trades and Labor Assem- 
bly, which voted overwhelmingly to support the Governor’s 
bill. Said the Advocate: 


“The Assembly also authorized a communication of 
protest to William Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, against the non-union activities of Meyer 
Lewis, personal representative of Mr. Green. It was 
charged on the floor of the Assembly by half a dozen 
delegates, that Mr. Lewis, in their presence at a conference 
with Governor Benson, admitted that he had been solicited 
to oppose the Benson proposal by no one but Leslie Sinton 
and that he recognized the Sinton set-up as a private 
organization unauthorized by any labor union, central body 
or federation. He further admitted, it was charged, that 
the Sinton organization was financed by liquor interests.”

® One’s heart is numbed with horror at the 
‘appalling disaster which struck the school- 
house in the oil fields of East Texas. 

More than six hundred mangled bodies 
have already been taken from the wreckage, 
and the terrible search still goes on. 

There is not a human being in the coun- 
try who does not share the grief of the be- 
reaved parents. 

There are many unanswered questions as 
to the cause of the catastrophe. Could it have 
been prevented? The answers must wait 
further investigatidp. 

But there is something fearful in the 
analysis made yesterday by a leading chem- 
ical engineer at Columbia University, Dr. 
Jerome J. Morgan, who declared that the 
school was using in its heating system a 
gas which is the most dangerous known to 
science. “A slight leak in the gas main would 
have been sufficient for the explosion,” he 
said to the press yesterday. 

Investigation must make it clear to the 
country and to the families of the victims 
why the lives of hundreds of children 
should have been so continuously exposed 
to disaster. 

One thing is certain—there must emerge 
from this disaster, unprecedented in the 
country’s history, a determination that the 
governments, Federal, State and local, shall 
be roused to give far more attention and, 
funds for safety in our schools than is now 
the case. 

Within the limitations of human accident, 
there must never again be the slightest re- 
cession in our vigilance for the safety of the 
country’s school children. No expense, no 
considerations of profit or investments, no 
energy must be spared in their protection. 

In the midst of the country’s sorrow, this 
‘must be the grim resolve of the people. 


From Whom Is the 

Mayor Taking His Cue? 

„ Arrests of sitdown strikers in New York 
City continue, with more than 100 jailed at 
a single Woolworth store. Is Mayor La- 
Guardia going to permit this shameful situ- 
ation to continue? 

More is at stake than the success or fail- 
ure of a particular strike. These sitdown 
strikes express the determination of tens of 
thousands of American workers to secure the 
right of collective bargaining and those im- 
provements in conditions for which they 
voted on Nov. 3. 

The reactionary Big Business interests 
that spent millions to defeat Roosevelt and 
every New Deal candidate are the ones that 

gare leading the hue and cry against the sit- 
down strikes. Their aim is to smash all 

strikes and nullify the people's mandate. 

Is Mayor LaGuardia going to allow 
himself to play the game of this reaction- 
lary crowd—the same crowd that is prim- 
ing Tammany to oust him from office next 
November? 

The Mayor claims to be a progressive, In 
the coming city election he hopes to. receive 
the support of the American Labor Party. 
Yet he allows his police to set the pace in 
smashing sitdown strikes. 

Let the Mayor take his cue not from the 
fink Governor across the river, who has 
promised bloodshed for sitdown strikers, but 
from one who may be farther away in miles, 
but to whom he should be much closer in 
policy: Governor Benson of Minnesota. 

In the recent strike of 6,000 lumberjacks 
in that state Benson showed how a truly 


; progressive people's governor acts when he 


provided relief and shelter for the strikers, 
prevented strikebreaking, and enabled the 
workers to defeat the timber trust. 

The Woolworth and Grand strikes are 
being backed by many trade unions. They 
have the support of the people of New 

Tork. Mayor LaGuardia must be told by 
the progressive forces of the city to stop 
pulling the reactionaries’ chestnuts out of 
the fire. Put K stop to this disgraceful 
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Strengthen Fight Against 
Unneutral ‘Neutrality’ 


» By the vote of 374 to 12 (and of these 
latter 12 only three made a principled oppo- 
sition) the McReynolds so-called neutrality 
bill was passed by the House and now goes 
to the Senate. 

Thus the “unneutral neutrality,“ as Sen- 
ator Nye dubbed it, comes perilously closer 
to becoming the official policy of the country. 
Though some important changes were made 
in the wording of Section 5, the amendments 
proposed by Representative Boileau of Wis- 
consin and fought for by others were de- 
feated; and in their defeat some who put up 
a praiseworthy fight seemed to be frightened 
by.the huge majority flocking to support of 
the bill. 

Steadfast in their demand for revision of 
the bill to meet the realities of the world 
war danger, and voting against the bill when 
amendments to make it an effective measure 
for peace were refused, were Representatives 
Coffee of Washington, Bernard of Minnesota 
and O’Connell of Montana. 

Attention should be drawn to Section 5 
as it now stands. It provides that activities 
for humanitarian aid in countries like Spain 
should be carried on without benefit to a 
government or faction involved. Aid to 
Spain is assistance to thé Spanish people 
and support of Spanish democracy; and de- 
mocracy is not a faction and is more than a 
government; it is the preservation of human 
liberty and the very principles that grew out 
of the American Revolution. 

The fight against the distortion of what 
the American people mean by “neutrality”— 
that is, keeping America out of war, which 
can only be done by keeping war out of the 
world, we add—must go on.

In commenting on this, the Manchester Guardian, 
an English newspaper, says (March 6 issue), “German 
bread has deteriorated considerably of late.” It adds, 
“Presumably the addition of potato flour will assist 
to restore a lighter color as well as to economize 
wheat.” At present the bread is reported as “grey or 
light brown and sticky.” 

The dark color of the German bread is shown by 
the fact that bakers in this country object to using 
potato flour becatise it makes the bread darker. If 
is made lighter by potato flour, it must 


Actually the main use of potato flour is that it 
makes possible the addition of more water to a batch 
This is the argument of the potato flour 
manufacturers in this country in urging the bakers to 
use their product. Bakers here agree that potato flour 
allows greater adulteration, more moisture per pound 
bread, but claim that the darker color cuts down 
sales. 


In addition to rationing butter, oleomargarine and 
lard, a new Nazi decree prohibits bakers from making 
doughnuts, which are cooked in fat, more than twice 
a week.
